Peking also took up Khrushchev ’s 
challenge to lake the Chinese-Sov iet 
dispute before the people by an­ 
nouncing it would air to the world 
both sides of the Communist argu­ 
ment. 


Khrushchev , reasserting his claim 
to leadership of the Communist 
world, dared the Chinese Friday 
to go to any plant or collectiv e 
farm 
and submit their program 
alongside of his. 


Sputtering mad, Khrushchev pre­ 
dicted that the people would listen 
politely , 
then tell the Chinese to 
“ get out.” 


While 
Khrushchev raged 
against 
the Chinese in an ex temporaneous 
outburst at a Kremlin rally , Sov iet 
and Chinese delegates remained at 
odds 
in 
another 
session 
of 
their 
ideological talks in the Lenin Hills. 
They reportedly were try ing to draft 


a communique to end the talks that 
began with misgiv ings J uly 5. 


Khrushchev ’s challenge and Pe­ 
king’s reply reflected the apparent 
failure of the negotiators to heal 
the rift that has split the Com­ 
munist world. 


Khrushchev , following up Sunday ’s 
Kremlin statement opposing Peking’s 
hard line, told the rally that sur­ 
v iv ors of a nuclear war might “ env y 
the dead.” 


In Peking, the Chinese replied that 
Khrushchev ’s 
argument 
“ confuses 
and poisons people’s minds.” 


The official Peking People’s Daily 
drew attention to Mao Tze-Tung's 
statement that “ mankind will defi­ 
nitely not be destroy ed ev en if the 
imperialists insist on a nuclear war

ment and party leader. 
The Sov iet leader seemed eager to 
ex press publicly the confidence he 
appeared to feel about the negotia­ 
tions. 


He called Harriman up to him 
just as the American delegation 
chief was leav ing to attend a Rus- 
sian-American track meet. 


There was a great deal of gay 
banter, with Harriman and others 
taking part in the center of the big 
St.

Then, according to the sev ­ 
eral ambassadors gathered around, 
Khrushchev said: 
“ The talks are going on well. There 
hav e been no obstacles.

Testimony of truckers was the first 
break for inv estigators checking re­ 
ports of pay offs to Elgin District per­ 
sonnel, he said. 
The charges against Dv orak wpre 
taken under adv isement at the end of 
his trial before the State Police Merit 
Board Friday . No ruling is ex pected 
for 6 0 day s.

Voices That Must Be Heard 


The gov ernors nim short!' conv ene in Miami Beach will face som e­ 
thing of a dilemma. They will hav e to decide whether or not they want 
their conference lo ex ert any influence on the course of national public 


policy . 
The principal work of this conference is. of course, a mutual study 
of stale problems. The idea is that most state leaders can learn much 
by trading information with their counterparts in other areas. 


Bey ond this, they also discuss application of uniform codes in 
fields where these scent desirable, as in highway safety laws. And they 
look for way s of interstate cooperation, to the end that they may 
thereby solv e problems without drawing the federal gov ernment into 


the picture. 
Yet one cannot gather 40 to SO gov ernors under one roof without 
reasonably ex pecting that they bring interesting v iews on major na­ 
tional issues and wish to ex press them. 


Thus, inev itably , the gov ernors’ conference has taken to v oicing 
itself annually in resolutions on important topics. 


In 1962 at Hershey , Pa., howev er, this practice suddenly came into 
challenge. The cause was a resolution hearing on civ il rights. Since this 
is an issue which div ides northern and southern gov ernors v ery sharp­ 
ly , the fur flew. 


It now takes a two-thirds majority of gov ernors to approv e a reso­ 
lution. This y ear the conference will be asked to modify this rule to 
make unanimous approval mandatory . 


The effect of this. obv iously , would he to bar any resolutions which 
could not command the support of gov ernors from ev ery region. Many 
matters bey ond the critical one of civ il rights thereby might be placed 
bey ond the gov ernors’ consideration. 


Practically speaking, such a new rule would really silence the con­ 
ference as an organ of opinion on important national and perhaps world 
policy . 
The work the gov ernors do on their own problems is solid and good. 
But they are now looked to for more than that. Front among their 
numbers may come (he national leaders of tomorrow. They are ex ­ 
pected to speak out on the big issues. 
So what they hav e to decide is whether to silence themselv es at the 
time when the nation needs ev ery responsible organ of opinion it can 
get—or whether to plunge into the hard questions regardless of the 
div isiv e effects. 
After all. the div isions within the ranks of gov ernors simply reflect 
the div isions within the country itself. If Hie nation can liv e with this, 
perhaps the gov ernors ought also to be able to endure it. We need their 
v oice.
